The most remarkable feminine staring has 
been lately done in the church of the Rev. Dr.

eclipsed the diva. She came twenty minutes 
late. Her box was next that occupied by the 
Astors, and therefore in a position to show off 
its occupants #0 the best advantage. When 
this lady came into view, she had on a gorge- 
ous crimson wrap, the flashing brilliancy of 
which it would be diffisult to equal. She was 
evidently not aware that there is an anteroom 
toeach box provided for the special purpose 
of removing wraps, and patting the finish- 
ing touches to one’s toilet, before entering the 
auditorium, Or, perhaps,she knew this, but 
ignored it, and adopted her extraordinary 
course in order to beseen Of all, It seems 
hardly probable that she should be deliberate- 
ly so ridiculous, but the effect wasthe samo.

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th,” are without limit, 
without reserve, without a questionable feature. 
One day we hear of the millions of tons of pine 
needles which have been swept from their 
lofty perch as the seasons go out, being con- 
verted into handsome mattings for floors; an- 
other some one brings in the news that the 
wastes of palmetto can be made into fine paper 
similar to that on which THE CONSTITUTION is 
printed; or else, a man sees millions in manu- 
facturing our Georgia pine, oak, birch or hick- 
ory into such shapes as fill the demands of 
man in his every day life. I mention theso 
trifles casually, but they areto form a leading 
part in the development of the south, and I 
have found here in Brunswick the idea pre- 
vailing, “What shall we touch first?’ on the 
poverty of riches idea, so great, so limitless are 
our resources. 

But of all pleasing surprises I have experi- 
enced in many months, the city of Brunswick 
is the most charming, and the work doing here 
isas interesting as it is rexrarkable. These 
people have werked so quietly, and: with sach 
perfect determination, that it is no wonder 
outsiders open their eyes on coming here. The 
truth of the matter is, there is no limit to the 
resources of the port of Brunswick, and the 
only provceking thing about the town is why 
its advantages have not been pushed and - 
preached about long before this. But since 
crying over spilt milk is poor philosophy, it is 
enough to know that the Brunswick of today 
is l@aming up into such importance a3 to pre- 
fage tor the Brunswick of the future a mighty 
Significance in American commerce. Ft is 
no longer a problem down here 
about the development of the 
port—ihat is in progress, and rapid progress at 
that. The best evidenceI can presentof this 
is an actual statement of the commercia! growth 
here. Three years ago there was not a brick 
store in town nor a brick sidewalk. Today 
there are fifty or sixty very handsome brick 
stores and several milcs of brick sidewalks, 
with more in process of construction. The 
population in 1880 was only 2,891, while today 
it is not less than 8,000, &ccording to the most 
liberal estimate, or an increase of 177 per cent 
in seven years. The taxable property in 1875 
was $880,000. It had “grown to $1,404,000 in 
1880, and in 1886 to $2,301,260. This year the 
increase in values is already over $500,000, 
Showing now nearly $3,000,000 as the value of 
taxable property, or about 100 per cent increase 
in seven years. Few cities can make a finer 
showing than this, and not many are ap- 
proaching it. 

The shipping interests are even more re- 
markable than the statements above, for in 
1860 the imports and exports amounted to 
$1,702,570, while in 1886 the figures had grown 
to $3,492,956. This year, 1887,there is every 
indication that the imports and exports will 
ctawl over $6,000,000, Just how hard and how 
faithfully Brunswick is striving for supremacy 
no one who does not come here and see for 
one’s self, can estimate. As is happily stated 
elsewhere in this correspondence, it has been 
only afew years since the town would turn 
out to watch a schooner or steamboat coming 
into the poorly constructed docks. Today 
bnndreds of steamers, steamships, schooners 
and vessels from all over the world come and 
go with little or no notice being taken in 
them, beyond the fact that everybody knows 
Brunswick’s advantages are rapidly becoming 
known to the world. Last year the tonnage 
of the Brunswick shipping amounted 
to 630,772, represented by 1,867 
different vessels coming and _ going. 
Tp to now very little cotton has been shipped 
from here, last year the shipments amounting 
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Will make Brunswick a cotton port of imp ort | 
ance equal to sny in the south. Aud siace 
the harbor ad vantages are of such magnificence, 
there appears to be nothing in the way to re 
tard the city’s growth. The harbor certainly 
could not be better. There is enough deep 
water, perfectly land-locked, to float the entire 
merchant marine service and combined navies 
ef the world. Over forty miles of available 
water front! What a harbor! And there is 
depth to all of it, varying from two to twenty 
fathome, and nota drop of anything but sat 
water. No wonder the people are enthusiastic; 
no wonder they are laboring to build up their 
city. Everything, however, points to & great 
future. Property is steadily advancing, and 
an investment here now is sure to reap rich 
returns in a short while. New  buile- 
ings are going up all over 
the city, and one of the finest hotels in the 
eouth is nearing’completion; it will be opened 
thissummer. It is a beautiful brick structute 
with about 150 rooms, and will cost, when fin- 
ished, over $100,000. 

OTHER ENTERPRISES 
are alsoin progress,the principal one being four 
or five miles of street railway. The company 
isstocked at $30,000 and nearly all the track 
is down. The cars have arrived and the tink- 
ling bells will soon be heard in Brauswick. 
The prevailing idea here seems 
to be not to build for to- 
day, but for the future; consequently, every 
public improvement is constructed with a view 
to accommodating the demands for a mach 
larger city. The water works here have nota 
superor anywhere in the countrr,and as for the 
water itself, it seems to be sent up in an artes 
sian stream for perfect health and purity. I 
shall touch upen the "water 
works later and more in _ detail. 
It is now pretty well settled that the Columbas 
Southern railroad will seek Brunswick as an 
outlet, via Albany and the Brunswick and 
Western road. ‘Then, too, I am informed that 
it is equally certain that this summer a line of 
European steamships will be put on plying 
direct fram Brunswick to the old world. The 
chamber of commerce people have had their 
emiesaries up inthe interior for months se- 
curing patronage from southern importer3,who 
will have foreign goods sent from Brunswick 
without the long ordeal and delay of several 
weeks inthe New York customhouse. The 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia roid is 
bonded, and there will be no delays at all in 
Brunswick. This will bea big help and cona- 
venience to Atlanta merchants who import 
carpets, china and other goods. 

There is already a line of steamships from 
here to New York, and it is probable that other 
lines will be put on to other American ports 
as soon asthe trade demands, and you can 
safely promise yourself that Brunswick will 
not pow suffer anything to impede her pro- 
gress in this or any other direction. 

Before closing this part of my letter, I ap- 
perd a tabulated statement of the growth of 
Brunswick, handed me by Mr. J. Warren Hovw- 
aid, an old Atlanta boy, now inspector of cus- 
tome at this port:

safe entrance, absolute safety inside for vessels by

OPINIONS OF SOME OF THE. LEADING CITIZENS 
ON THE CITY’S ADVANTAGES, 

The same o]d ocean that has glided in and 
overthe bar to this beautiful harbor, year in 
and year out, like the steady, ceaseless pulsings 
of the engine of time, continues to wash and 
beat and heave up its waves against the beach 
as it bas for centuries. Their magnificent 
stretch of land-locked water has been the same 
grand baven for the mariner for ages as itis 
tcday. Nature did her utmost here, and while 
part of the world knew it all along, at the 
came time, by a strange lack of interest or 
something, uo one knows what—or, per- 
haps, ] should assy, 2 lack of 
conditions uuder which or through which to 
let the whole world know more of these nata- 
ral provisions, Brunswick has kept herself in 
the background. Butthe conditions are diiffer- 
ent now. Brunswick is able to take care of 
herself, and is doing it in a masterful manner. 
Hear how the people talk! I present some in- 
teresting interviews, every one of which 
shows how the tide has turned. Said Mr. A. 
A. Gaddis, a cool, conservative, level-headed 
gentleman, vice-president of the Brunswick 
and Western railroad, in reply to my question, 

“What are your views as to tho points of 
advantage of the port of Brunswick?” 

“It seems to be considered upon the highest 
authority, viz: the United States government 
geodetic and bycerographic surveys, that the 
port of Bronswick has advantages over every 
other south Atlantic port, as to depth of water 
in harbor, extent of deep water front, railway 
termini and commercial prospects, The onter 
bar bas seventeen feet of water at low water. 
The entrance to the harbor between St. Simon’s 
and Jekyl islauds is wide and deep enough for 
vessels to navigate under sail against adverse 
whndsand tide. Deep water channels pena. 
trate from ten to twenty miles on both sides of 
the peninsula upon which the city of Bruns- 
wick is built, there being no shoals in fourof 
the principle channels known as McCoys river, 
Back river, Turtleriver and Biythe river. The 
shoal at the month of Oglethorperiver is four- 
teen feet at low water,and another ai the 
mouih of Hamilton river of the same depth, 
aud the cther rivers named have from twenty- 
three to forty-five feet of water at low water, 
and noshoals. The rivers named converge 
into St. Simon’s sound, and into the prin- 
cipal channel to the ocean. Nearly 40 miles of 
wharf front can be constructed on deep water 
sufticient for vessels to load and go to sea draw- 
ing from 18 to 23 feet, the whole being per- 
fectly land lecked with good safe moorage. 
All these so-called rivers are really arms of the 
sea, no fresh water streams whatever flowing 
into St. Simons sound. 

“The records show that since the discovery 
. of this port, in 1735, no shoals have formed, 
and recent tests confirm the fact that no allu- 
vial deposit whatever is to be found within the 
barbor. 

“Itis also a fact that the water upon the 
cuter bar has increased in depth since the 
first soundings were made. Turtle river is 
navigable for deep draft vessels a distance of 
17 miles, Back river and McCoy’s river a dis- 
tance of ten miles each, Blythe river a dis- 
tauce of five miles, and Oglethorpe river a dis- 
tance of twoanda half miles. The wharves 
now in use are located on the last named river 
ag borders the western shore of the peuin- 
sula, 7 

“These facts confirm the able reports made 
by Commissioners Wollsey, Claxton and Shu- 
brick submitted to congress in 1837, and also 
the report of General Q. A. Gilmore to the 
United States senate in the year 1677, which 
reports give authentic details concerning the 
channels of the port of Brunswick, and which 
show the comparison with the other south At- 
lantic ports more fully and authentically than 
any statement I might. make. Their conclus- 
ions thereon are emphatically in favor of 
Biunswick. The port of Brunswick being 
nearest the Pacific coast, and hence nearer to 
the principal commercial centers of the west, 
northwest and southwest most unquestionably 
attract the attention of railway investors seek- 
ing an Atlantic cutlet for systems of railways, 
which already find northern ports overcrowded 
and expensive. 

“The state of Georgia will undoubtedly 
foster and encourage the development of 
this, its 
ONLY NATURAL SEAPORT UPON HER BORDERS 
it being a well understood fact that the port of 
Savannah can only be perpetuated by governa- 
ment aid.” 

“What co you think of the commercial] fa- 
ture of Brunswick, viewed from the present 
outlook?” 

“You are already informed as to the marvel- 
lous prosperity and growth of oarcity. Yon 
have only to consider the fact that the proper 
development of the port, in connection with 
the establishment of railway termini, to ap- 
preciate the possibilities and probabilities of 
Brunswick’s future. The immense develop- 
ment of the south, which is now progressing 
and which must demand inereased seaboard 
facilities to handle its coal, iron, 
marble, fertilizers, cotton, lumber, 
naval stores, manufactures and other prodacts, 
and point to the inevitable fact that Bruns- 
wick must become a great metropolis. I should 
have added, first among the advantages this 
port will have, tha,it will become a coaling

A REMARKABLE SHOWING FOR AGRICULTURAL 
AND OTHER PURSUITS. 

That city is favored that has outlying and 
encompassing it fertile lands, intelligently 
tilled and utilized. All other resources are 
subject to competitive influences, such as may 
make them both short-lived and meagre of 
good. Butthe country environing a traie 
mart furnishes a permanent prolific source of 
growth and evrichment. It constitutes, alone 
and indperdently, an “open sesame” out of 
which may be derived never-failiag contribu- 
tions to the support of it population, and the 
upbuilding of its commercial interests. 

In this regard Brunswick is exceptionally 
favored. Giynn county, in which is situated 
Brunswick, is some twenty-five miles square, 
apart from the islands of St. Simonsand Jeky}, 
both belonging to and separated from it by 
capacicous ocean inlets, that coustitute in part 
the unsurpassed harbor advantages so worthily 
distinguishing the city. . 

The Satilla river, bordering the county on 
the south, the Altamaha on the rorth, and the 
Turtle river, three miles wide at its mouth, ex- 
terding centrally and entirely acrossthe coun. 
ty, withits uomerous tidé-water inlets and 
branches stretching out oneither side, and ail, 
Jike the river, navigable, furnish what proba- 
bly cannot be furnished so perfectly any where 
else—a natural imperishable public highway to 
every settlement and almost every plantation 
in the county. 

The two ra‘lroads entering the city,anfl tra- 
versing the entire length of the northern por- 
tion of the county, constitate, if needed, a sup- 
plement to the water highways, making most 
peifect media of trade communication. 

THE SOIL) 

The soil of the county may be generally 
divided into swamp,hammock and sandy lands. 
There Jast constitute the highestportionsof the 
county, the swamps the lowest, and the ham- 
mocks the section intermediate between the 
Swamp and sandy lands. Clay, from one to 
‘six feet below the surface, furms whatisa 
great desideratum to the soil in this section, a 
firm substratum for preserving moisture and 
fertilizing properties. Reckoning approximately 
these lamds are respectively divided about 
equally in the county, and so distributed as to 
give every plantation of ordinary siza a suitable 

portion of each—a fact which, when considered 
in connection with the products for which 
these soils are variously adapted, will show a 
tupremacy of advantage in this section for 
diversified and successful farming rarely to be 
found. 

Coiton (lorg and short staple), corn, oats, 
peas, sugar cane, rice, sweet and Irish potatoes 
cc nstitnute the principal of the staple products, 


: while in gardening everything can be grown, 


and in kind and quality par excellence—and 
that, too, perennially! The increased acreage, 
year by year, of the lands of the county, 
utilized for gardening purposes to supply home 
and foreign markets, attest the special adapta- 
tion of the soil for their ures, and the mesa Pa 
bleness of the work. 

Of the lands of the county, all are adapted 
to cotton, the uplands especially to the short 
staple, and both uplands and lowlands to the 
long staple, as to corn, oats, peas and sugar 
cane, The swamp and hammock lands,formed 
of anadmixture of clay and vegetable mold, 
are peculiarly adapted to cane, oats and rice, 

Rice has Jatterly been mado to grow very 
profitably upon the poorest uplands, but the 
plantations upon the Altamaha and Satilla 
rivers, solely used for these purposes, are fa- 
mous for their prolific yield of this cereal, and 
the exceeding profitableness of its culture, 

The hammock lands of the county are the 
choicest, being adapted to-the growth of all 
clesses of grain and fruits. 

Under ordinary culture the average yield to 
the acre of corn is about 18 bushels, of “— 
125 pounds long staple, equivalent to 
peunds short staple. Some entire crops have 
been made to average 350 pounds lint to the 
acre, and equivalent to 1,000 pounds short 
staple. Oats average 40, peas 75,and sweet po- 
tatces 350 bushels per acre. As high 
as 600 bushels to the acre have been 
raised of sweet’ polutoce, and during last year, 
when uxnprecedented rainfalls especially im- 
periled the crop, the instances are not a few 
of a yield of 450 bushels to the acre. Sagar 
cane can be gafely estimated at a yield of eight 
barrels to the acre. If fairly tested, the aver- 
age yield would probably be not less than ten 
barrels to the acre, but, as in all the above 
reckonings our aim is to give reliable estimates, 
such as shall bear a practical testing at any 
time, upon our average soil, and under ordinary 
culture. It is not at all unusual fomcrops of 
suger cane to yield twelve barrels of syrap 
and one barrel of sugar tothe acre. Ups 
land rice, 25 bushels, andon the river rice 
lands, taking successive seasons, an average of 


_ 50 bushels to the acre. 


Estimating upon the wholesale prices of 
products above given, in the market today, we 
have as average cash value yield to acre of 
corn, $15; cotton, $30; oats, $18; peas, $50; 
sweet potatces, $150; and rice, $65. Or, divid- 
ing equally the lands once in cultivation in the 
county into crops above enumerated, an aggre- 
gate annuai yield in cash value of the prodacts 
re the soil ofthe county of not less than 

The average yield of wheatin those portions 
of New York state where it can be most profit- 
ably grown is between seventeen and twent 
bushels per acre. Wheat of ordinary grade a 
today bringing $1 per bushel. There is nota 
crop grown here, as mentioned above, which, 
from seed-sowing to preparation for market, 
a)] things considered, costsas much as growing 
wheat in the north, and this, too, upon lands 
generaliy averaged here at less than $3.50 per 
acre, 4s against $100 and $150 per acre there. 

STOCK RAISING. 

But the lands never yet put in cultivation 
are very terviceable in their native state for 
stock-raising, generally considered more profi- 
table than farming itself. Such is tae temper- 
ature of this latitude that grasses and her- 
bage of some kind are in fall maturity the 
year round. Some planters, owning between 
1,000 and 1 500 head of eattle, are never called 
upon to provide in any way for their support 
from one year to another. : |

_gouri, southeastern Kansas and northern Ar- 
kapsas on Thursday evening, causing great loss 
of life and destruction of property, as well as 
maiming large numbers of people. 

THE STORM IN MISSISSIPPI. 

A special from Greenville, Miss., says that 
that section of country was visited by a terri- 
ble thunder storm, followed by heavy hail that 
killed live stock and injured many colored per- 
gons, In Bolivar county the town of Huntington 
was uearly demolished. The new hotel, Rob- 
ertson’s store and dwelling, Werrick’s hotel, 
Bemus’s dwelling, Benson’s residence, and 
several negro cabins were wrecked, aud the 
debris blown several hundred yards from their 
former site, Noone was injured. Tho dam- 
age will exceed $50,000.

At noon yesterday dust was 
flying around Chadboulles square and last 
night it had seven feet of water and was a 
waste of ice. 

BUSINESS ABANDONED.

In Wellington street water 
reaches to the window sills. The inhabitants, 
with such of their household goods as could be 
rescued in time, have beaten a retreat, and 
may have been seen in hundreds leaning out 
of upper windows, interested in struggels go- 
ing on below them. Sidewalks torn from their 
fastenings are eagerly utilized as floats.

IN3 EF STATE COMMERCE. 


The Commission Authorizes a Suspension of 
the Fourth Section for Seventy-five Days. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—The interstate 
commerce commission has made an order sus- 
pending the fourth section for seventy-five 
days, subject to revocation, and with the pro- 
viso that intermedial rates shall not be raised 
above those in force April 20. This applies to 
the Northern Pacific, Southern Pacific, Atchi- 
con, Topeka and Santa Fe and St. Louis and 
San Francisco lines, 

WASHINGTON, April 23—Following is an 
official statement prepared by the interstate 
commerce commission to accompany its orders 
in the matter of trans-continental railr oads. 

The commission has made orders upon the ap- 
plication of the Southern Pacific, Northern Pacific 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe and St. Louis & San 
Francisco railroad companies for relief from the 
operation of section4 ofthe actto regulate com- 
merce, permitting carriers to establish rates to and 
from the Pacific coast, at less amounts than to and 
from intermediate points, for a period not exceed- 
ing seventy-five days. The result has been reached 
upon considerations which are not necemery 
to be now stated in detail, but which 
appear to leave no present alternative. 
It is in evidence before us toat rates to and from 
local points on some of the transcontinental lines 
have been somewhat reduced since April 5th, and 
also that through rates which prevailed prior to 
April 5th were the result of a warof rates among 
lines and produced discrepancy be- 
twern local rates and through rates 
which carriers agree was unreasonabie and do not 
Gesire to return. * 

The commission is earnestly engaged in consid- 
ering jbe course which t will finally 
adopt . in to section 4. Many 
contlicting interests have in dicated a 
desire to be heard and should have an 
by pores gee J before our final decision is reached, 
All such persons are invited to present arguments 
for the purposes of this matter only, and without 
authorizing any great practice of that nature. In 
order to obtain the fuilest information and afford 
most extended facilities to distant 
parts of the country the commissiod Will 
receive affidavits as to matters of fact and printed 
or written arguments on matters of fact or of law, 
which should be presented without delay. This 
invitation extends the general subject of ques- 
tions arising under section 4,anda is not liked to 
petitions of trans-continental roads, Meanwhile 
the attention of carriers is directed to 
the propriety of devoting intermediate 
time tothe preparation and adoption of tariffs 
which shall attempt to meet in good faith the re- 
quirements of the act to regulate commerce, giving 
the same fair and reasonable interpretation in re- 
spect to all its various failures. In making these 
orders the commission does not finally determine 
upon their propriety or justice, butonly that pend- 
ing investigations are now in progress. It is proper, 
right and just that the permission provided for be

country shall receive no unnecessary shock or 
damage. Theorders areintended to prevent, as 
far as may be possible, the occurrence of mischief 
in a period which, in a certain sense, transitionary 
and which must of necessity involve changes, the 
full extent of which cannot at present be foreseen.

The Latest Developments in. His HKHooek 


Out. 

New York, April 23,—[Special.]—A big 
fight is in prospect at the cotton exchaage be- 
tween what are called the “Inman” and “‘anti- 
Inman” factions. The withdrawal of Henry 
Clews of his name as a candidate for admis- 
sion to the membership, has p:ecipitated ac- 
tual hostilities but the trouble is deep seatad. 
A movement has been set on foot to boom the 
exchange. It was proposed toinvite Wall street 
men to enter the exchange justas they had 
the produce exchange. As a starter S. V. 
White was taken, andthen Henry Clews was 
proposed, John H. Inman, the cotton “king” 
who counts his wealth by the millions, is the 
most powerful member of the exchange. Mr. 
Ipman’s interests all lie in the sonth 
and it is alleged that he 
antagonized Mr, Clews because of the latter's 
attitude in regard to Georgia bonds. Because 
of Mr. Inman’s antagonism Mr. Clews with- 
drew his name, and now the anti-Inman party 
is complaining bitterly that this has hurt the 
chances of the exchange in attracting Wall 
street men into the membership, 
Yesterday the “bloody shirt” was 
introduced into the controversy A large 
proportion of the cotton men are southerners, 
but they have always dealt together with the 
northern men in perfect peace and harmony, 
Yesterday the Financier of last week, contain- 
ing an article on the Clew’s matter, was widely 
distributed on the floor. In this article it was 
asserted that the members of the exchange have 
forgotten that the war has passed, and that as 
soon as it become known that Mr. Clews, 
who is a strong republican and an 
enemy of repudiation, wanted to become 
an ex-member of the exchange, the southern 
“generals” in the exchange began to oppose 
him, This article created the biggest kiad of 
a hnbbub in the excharge. It was denounced 
as an insult to the exchange, and as unjust to 
Mr. Inman, who would probably have opposed 
Mr. Clews, even if he (Mr. Clews) 
had been a southern man. Mr. 
Clews, however, believed that the 
southern men antagonized him. The cotton 
exchange, he said yesterday, deals exclusively 
in a production of the south which to show its 
vast importance, has until of late been called 
“King.” It has thefore called together as mem- 
bers of the exchange an immense number of 
couthern men, sufficiently, soI am advised to 
place the control of that institution in their 
hands, After my pronounced attitude against the 
state of Georgia, 1 naturally have reason to 
fear they might have a strong bias enough to 
make them an ex parte tribunal against me, 
Many of the influential members of the ex- 
change, I am reliably informed, were former 
residents of the state of Georgia, and are still 
identified with large interests there. I could 
not .reasonably, therefore, expect their infla- 
ence in my behalf.” 


THE ECCLESIASTICAL BILL. 


The Debate Brings Out Some of Bismarck’s 
Peculiarities, 

BERLIN, April 23.—The debate in the unter- 
haus on the ecclesiastical bill today, brought 
out come of Bismarck’s strongest peculiarities. 
In defending the measure he had to attack the 
speeches of some members who are his own 
supporters, like National Liberals Eynertand 
Piaff, Ultra-Conservative Baron Halmerstein 
and others, zealous in defense of the protestant 
church in Prussia, who are convinced 


that the chancellor has gone too far in his con- ° 


cessions to the vatican and has virtually taken 
that journey to Carosso, which he once de- 
clared he would never make. Among the 
most interesting episodes was Baron Hal- 
merstein’s accusation that the government 
was.imperilling the Protestant church. In 
concluding his speech he said: 

Ifthe prophecy of Cardinal Manning, that a 
fight between Catholic and Protestant churches 
will be fought out on thesandy plains of Branden- 
burg is destined to be fi'led, and if, therefore, the 
Protestant church is to succumb in the fight, then 
the man whc deemed an allianre with the pope 
necessary must be held responsible. 

The charge thus leveled directly at the chan- 
cellor produced a profound sensation. Bis- 
marck started up to respond. He was much 
agitated, and in a voice quivering with excite- 
ment, denied that the ascendency of the Pro- 
testant church was exdangered. He ridiculed 
the idea that a restoration of former rights of 
the Catholics would damage Protestant estab- 
lishment, and advised national liberals and 
conservatives to aid him in trying to attain 
final Kaoulturkampf. 

The speech was effective in the sense that it 
showed that Bismarck was determined to carry 
the bill in the exact form in which it was pre- 
sented inthe utterhaus, and would tolerate no 
opposition from his own supporters. The bill 
must pass, but this week’s discussion has left 
angry feelings and much discontent in nat- 
ional, liberal and conservative groups. 

The Kolnisehe Valks Zeitung, organ of the 
Ultramontanes, published a Latin text with 
German translation of a letter which the pope 
bas sent to the archbishop of Cologne regarding 
the attitude of Catholics towards the ecclesias- 
tical bill. In the concluding passage of the 
letter the pope says: 

Seeing that the foberhaus has passed a bill with 
amendments of the bishop of Fulda representing 
remedies for many evils, and opening the door to 
that peace so long desired, we, therefore, consider 
tbat Catholics should not refuse their assent. 

The same paper publishes a manifesto signed 
by eighteen German Catholic journalists pro- 
posing to erect a church ia Hanover to com- 
memorate Windhurst’s birthday. 

The Catholic Press concurs in declaring that 
although the center party accepts the eccles- 
iastical bill this does not alter its independence 
or its attitude toward Bismarck, and that 
Windthorst will retain leadership. 


THE BALD KNOBBER MURDERERBS. 


Another Batch of Indictments, Including the 
formers. 

OZARK, Mo., April 23.—The grand jury re- 
turned sixteen more indictments for murder in 
the first degree in the Bald Knobber cases for 
the killing of Charles Green. Twelve of the 
persons named are now under indictment for 
the murder of William Edens. James Mat- 
thews, boy Knobber, is included in this list. 
It was thought that he escaped the first indict- 
ment on account of his youthfalness. 
He now stands charged with 
the same crime with his father 
and brother. Joe Thyde was incladed in this 
list and has been rearrested, and must now be 
imprisoned with the men he was ready to in- 
form on the first day of his arrest, Graves ac- 
companied Sheriff Johnson to the scene of the 
murder, where masks, weapons, etc., had been 
concealed, and returned to learn that he was 
to apswer another indictment. Inman was 
also indicted in the second list.

The members of the Piedmont Exposition 
company met at Tue CoNsTITUTION office yes- 
terday morning at eleven o'clock, pursuant to 
acall. The meeting was an unusually large 
one and was enthusiastic. Mr, E. P. Chamber- 
lin was called to the chair and Mr. M. F. 
Amorous requested to act as secretary. Mr. 
Chamberlin requested Mr. H, W. Grady te 
state the object of the meeting. 

Mr, Grady said the meeting had been called 
primarily for the purpose of accepting the 
charter which had just been granted by the 
superior court. After doing this he thought 
there should be an immediate election of offi- 
cers 60 that the company could begin to pre- 
pare in earnest for the fair to be held in Octo- 
ber. There were but five monthg 
if which to do the work, 
and nota day should be lost. The Driving 
Park club was already at work. Mr. Clayton 
would beg nto locate the track on Monday 
morning. Mr. Kingsberry had already sent 
in an advertisement asking for bids on the 
track, work to begin on May Ist and track to be 
completed in sixty days. The best bid sent in 
under this advertisement would be accepted 
and by the first of July the whole track would 
be ready, sixty feet wide, with eighty feet at 
the home stretch. The driving club would 
also provide a club house, grand stand, 
and fence. The exposition company 
should elect } officers, prepare 
its premium list, and organize the various de- 
partments of the fair. The buildings had been 
provided for by an appropriation of $15,000 by 
the city council. What was necessary to add 
to this the exposition company would raise. 
There were already fifty-six members at $500 
each, with one hundred dollars assessable for 
the present year. This would give the asso- 
ciation ali the money it needed prior to the 
opening of the gates, after which time the gate 
money would more than meet every demand 
on the company. All that was needed was 
prompt, energetic action, but there should not 
be a delay of a day. 

On motion of Mr. T. L. Langston the charter 
was accepted by a unanimous vote, Mr, Collier 
having read it. 

Upon the request of the chair, Mr. 8. M. In- 
man addressed the meeting. He said no single 
event in Atlanta’s history was so important to 
her a8 the cotton exposition held six years ago. 
It had added five million dollars to Atlanta. 
Outside of the gate money and sale of privi- 
leges only a hundred and five thousand dollars 
was raised for that.show. The Driving Park 
club practically put up $75,000 for the coming 
fair, the city $15,000, and the assessments 
on members themselves was eight thousand 
additional, These resources carefully handled 
would make a magnificent show. He had 
never seen an enterprise started in Atlanta 
under such fair auspices as this, nor one that 
promised so much good to the city. He was 
heartily in sympathy with the movement, and 
while his work as member of the technological 
school commission would keep him busy in 
the summer, he was ready to aid the Piedmont 
exposition in any way in his power. He con- 
sidered it a grand enterprise for Atlanta, and 
said it should have the hearty support of every 
Atiantian. 

On motion of Mr. 8. H. Phelan a committee 
of five was appointed toconfer with a similar 
committee fromthe Driving Park club to es- 
tublish the relations thetwo associations would 
hoid toward each other. 

Mr. Joseph Kingsberry, president of the 
Driving Park club, stated that the Driving 
Park club had closed the trade for the land and 
was going to work in earnest. He was nego- 
tiating already for Jumber and posts for fences, 
and had advertised for bids for the track. The 
Drivirg Park club would make the track, the 
club Louse, the grand stand, and besides this 
would cut such roads through the park, aad

For a long 
while he had declined to accept the position, 
but there was reason now to believe that he 
would accept, and with the affairs of the asso- 
ciation in his strong and capable hands, and 
his energies pledged to making it a success, 
there could be no doubt of the result in the 
minds of the people who know Mr. Collier. 
He therefore moved that the exposition com- 
pany, by a unanimous vote, elect the Honor- 
able Charles A. Collier president. [Applause.] 

Mr. 8. M. Inman amended, with Mr. Grady’s 
permission, by adding the words, “and gen- 
eral menager” to president. [Applause.] 

Mr. Collier said that he had given the mat- 
ter earnest consideration. That for a long time 
his inclination was to decline the presidenty, 
but he had at last determined that there were 
higher obligations on himthan his personal 
inclination, and he decided if the members of 
the company desired him to accapt the presi- 
dency, to do so. [Applause.] “In accepting 
this position,” Mr, Collier said, “I do so in 
dead earnest, determined to go into it with my 
whole soul, and give it the best energies and 
best service I can command. [Applause] I 
am eure that it means the giving of five months 
of centinuous and unremitting work, and that 
I am determined to give. Iam aware that I

SCHNAEBELES’S ARREST 


Discussed by the Cabinet—A Visit to M., 
Flouron, 


Parts, April 23.—The secretary of the Ger- 
man embassy paid another visit to Fleuron’s 
today and told him that the investigaticn 
which Germany was making into the circume 
stances attending the arrest of M. Schnaebeles 
was not yet finished, Public feeling here con- 
cerning the arrest of Schnaebeles has grown 
much calmer.

M. Sarrien, min- 
ister of justice, submitted a report made on 
the affair by the procurator of Nancy, within 
whose jurisdiction the arrest took place, and 
evidence adduced at the judicial inquiry, 
showing that the arrest was made on French 
soil. The cabinet, as a result of the discus-

A SEMI-OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

BER.in, April 23.—The North German Ga- 
zette ecmi officially states that the arrest of 
Sebnaelbile took place on German _ territory. 
The authorities had received information that 
Scknaebile hod been conducting fhimself in a 
evepicious manner at Metz and other places on 
the frontier. A German official, who is be- 
lieved to be an accomplice of Schraebile, has 
been arrested at Metz. The German govern- 
ment has not ordered, nor could it approve, 
anything contrary to international law. The 
statement that Sehnaebile was decoyed into 
Gei men territory is untrae. 

The Berliner Tageblatt publishes a Metz 
dispatch in reference to a letter writ- 
ten by Gantsch, German commissary 
of police, inviting Schnaebele to confer with 
him upen the erection of frontier pole.

The feel- 
ing in German oflicial circles is that too much 
has been made of the incident. Documents 
relating to the oflicia] inquiry will be forward- 
ed to Paris, proving that Schnaebele’s arrest 
wes legal. Pablic interest in the matter is 
abating, 

Bismarck {s determined to stamp out French 
conspirators in Alsace-Lorraine. French sym- 
pathizers must either remain inactive or go to 
French territory. Germanizing measures are 


being carried out systematically throughou t 


Alsace-Lorraine. For instance, four merchants 
of the town of Dienze have been expelled sincs 
Monday for adhering to the French nation- 
ality. Each of them received twenty-four 
hours’ notice to quit. At Chatean Salins, a 
man was arrested for flaunting French colors 
at a local ball. At Sarreguimes tribunal, a 
workman named Gapp was sentenced to three 
months? imprisonment for shouting “Vive La 
France.’ Workman Schmitt was sentenced by 
the eame court to one month’s imprisonment 
for wearing tri-colored ribbons, _ and workman 
Siebord to ten weeks’ imprisonment for acting 
as correspondent of the French Patriotic 
League. This treatment of the French ad- 
berents may have great effect upon the French 
public and hasten « collision between the two 
rations. But these measures are believed to 
be forced upon the German authorities, who 
have instructions to deal with all peaceful in- 
habitanteas German subjects.

BONDS OR NO BONDS VOTED ONIN 
THE CENTRAL CITY. 
a 
Questions of Law—The Vote and Result-The Old 
Bell-The Colored School-—Fines Paid-Ths 
Bugg Inquest— A Good Bain- Other News 
Notes Fromthe Ventral City, Btc. 


Macon, Ga, April 23.—[Special.]—Today 
the citizens of Macon voted onthe momentous 
question of bonds orno bonds, for the market 
house. The plan, as has been stated, is to is- 
sue twenty thousand dollars in five per cent 
bearing bonds to ran for twenty years, the pro- 
ceeds to go to the construction of a market 
house, the location to be on Poplar, between 
First and Second streets. 

The inclement weather caused the polling to 
start off rather slow at the various precincts 
this morning. The friends of the market house 
were out early and worked hard to rollup 
the required two-thirds yote of the qualified 
voters of the;city. 

There has been much discussion in regard to 
the construction of the statutes bearing on this 
important point. Some contend that thelaw 
is to be construed in its broad«st meaning. That 
is, that it will require two-thirds of the quali- 
fied voters to be determined by the talley 
sheets of the last general election. They cliim 
that the last general election was the mayor’s 
election. last December, and that two-thirds of 
this vote, amounting to about fourteen hun- 
dred, will be required to carry the election, 
and that the waterworks contract was a special 
election, ordered by the legislature. 

Others claim that the election for and 
against the waterworks bond was as mucha 
general election as the mayor’s election. They 
claim that two-thirds of that vote, which was 
six hundred and ninety-nine. 

Still others claim that a majority of the two- 
thirds vote is equivalent to an election. The 
matter will be properly adjusted. 

There is no doubt that the majority of the 
citizens were in favor of the market house. 
This morning the following circular, in reply 
to the one published in these columns today, 
was circulated extensively: 

Market house election Saturday) April, 23d. 
Don’t forget it! Show your publicspirit by voting for 
the market! Stand up for Macon and the “boom!”’ 

The boomers felt like that to defeat the mar- 
ket would be to knock a large hole in the en- 
thusiasm of the thing. 

THE MARKET HOUSE ELECTION, 

The result of the vote in the various wards 
was: First ward—for market 59, against 19: Sec- 
ond ward—for market 52, against 74; Third 
ward—for market 247, against 26; Fourth 
ward—for market 295, against 75. Total for 
market—653. Against—194, 

The best solution of the question as tothe

THE OLD BELL 


That Has Rung Out the Wild Alarm of Fire 
So Many Years, 

Macon, Ga., April 23.—[Special.]—The boxes 
for the electric fire alarm bell will soon be ia 
position, and the old be}l that has hung in tho 
cupola at the city ball will cease to ring out on 
the chill night air the fearful alarm of danger. 
The history of this old bell is worth relating. 
How long it bas been in use is unknown, but 
when Mr. George 8S. Obear came to Macon in 
1841 there wasa two story building on Maul- 
berry street, pear the intersection of Fifth, 
which was used as a market house below and 
a@ council chamber and offices above. It stood 
on the ground where the baseball park now is, 
end the old Bibb county courthouse stood on 
the same lot. 

In the cupola of this building the old bell 
Was swung, and it was used to call the market 
hours. In those good old days vension hams 
and shad and many other articles of diet not 
for sale here now, were exposed in the stalls of 
the Macon market. Business was pretty much 
confined to Cotton avenue and Fifth street and 
East Macon. 

In 1855 Mr. Obear was appointed chief engi- 
neer of the fire department, and he had a wire 
and handle attached by which a hammer 
struck the bell and sounded the fire alarm 
The old bell was a faithful sentinel, and it was 
always first to cry “Fire! Fire!” in its sharp, 
sbril), metallic tones. 

In 1857 the council passed an ordinance to 


 ‘purebase the lot on the corner of Poplar and 


Second streets where the Jewish synagogue 
now stands, and erect a néw city hall on it, at 
a cost of $60,000, the money to be raised by 
issuing bonds. 

There was much opposition to this measure, 
and when the old council went out, a new one 
was elected that held different views t» those 
of their predecessors. Even after the founda- 
tions were laid, this project was abandoned. 

John 8. Winter, of Montgomery, Ala., owned 
® warehouseon the corner of Poplar, First 
and Cotton avenue, just above, and he got 
tired of it because he could not collect the 
rents. He met Mr. Obear, who 
suggested that he sell it. He said he would if 
he could get fifteen thousand doliars for it. 
He was offered thirteen thousand five hundred 
which he accepted. Mayor Sparks called the 
council together, and it was decided that the 
city purchase it, and it was remodeled into the 
precent city ball, with the market underneath. 

The old be)! followed the eouncil as it moved 
westward into the farther edge of the growing 
town. It was placed in the cupola where it 
continued to strike the market hours and 
sound the fire alarm up to thewar. The city 
was districted into four sections, and it struck 
“one,” “two,” “three,” or “four,” as the case 
might be. 

When the volunteers left for the war 
in 1860, the people were very 
nervous over the fear that the 
negroes might rise in insurrection, so a fire 
patrol of eighty members was organized, and 
the captain instructed tke watchman at the 
city hall to strike the hours from six p. m. to 
six a. m,, 80 that the patrol might know that

SUMTER COURT. 


A Negro Woman Sentenced To Be Hanged 
June Seventeenth. 

AmeEricvs, Ga., April 23.—[Special ]—The 
session of Sumter superior court which has 
just adjourned, has been one of no unusual in- 
terest. A number of civil —— petty crim- 
inal cases were disposed of; but only one or two 
of much importarce. The grand jury found 
no bill for the second time in a case of murder 
which occurred at the house of Annie Moore in 
this city last fall. Readers of Tae CoNsTITU- 
TION will remember this case as one clouded 
in a deep mystery, which will probably never 
be cleared without the confession of the mur- 
cerer. All now known aboutitisthat Pat 
Erskine was found early one Sunday morning 
in Annie Moore’s room suffering from a knife 
= in the back, and died a few hours after- 
wards. 

The most important case tried at this session 
of the court was that of Sykie Hudson, 
charged with the murder of another negro 
woman in the wastern part of 
this county a few days AZO. 
A full account of the killing appeared in Tax 
CONSTITUTION. Enraged at an imaginary 
wrong done one of her children. she went to 
the house of the other woman, and, calling her 
out, split her head with a hoe. When arrested 
she had blood stains on her clothing and there 
were many other evidences of her guilt brought 
out at the trial. Noone was surprised when 
the jury brought out a verdict of guilty, but it 
was thought she would probably be recom- 
mended to the mercy of the court, but no such 
thing was done, and Judge Foote sentenced the 
prisoner to be hanged on the 17thof Jane 
next. Herattorneys have appealed to the 
supreme court.

thing atonce. On my own account, and by my- 
self, I shall do all the work required of me in this 
life; and I am happy to say that I can at any time 
get all the necessary means for it by conjuring with 
my “magic staff’ in the jocund realms of litera- 
ture. Bs JOHN SWINTON.” 

Mr. Cleveland and a Second Term. 

There can be no doubt that Mr. Cleveland 
is entirely sincere in his statements made to 
a western senator in regard to a secend 
term. It has never even been suspected 
that he was a candidate for re-election in 
the ordinary sense of that term. In other 
words, the whole country knows that his 
candidacy is above and beyond all personal 
desires or selfish ends. 

There have been presidents in the white 
house who made their renomination and re- 
election to a second term the paramount pol- 
icy of their administrations, and who freely 
used the patronage at their disposal in far- 
thering that policy. This has been the rule 
instead of the exception, and the ambition 
to preside over the destinies of the republic 
issuch an honorable one that the people 
would fain overlook and excuse the schemes 
and designs of the presidents who are agx- 
ious to succeed themselves. 

Mr. Cleveland is a candidate in another 
and a higher sense. Personally, he may not 
desire a second term, but he owes something 
to the democratic party which he represents, 
and to the people who have confidence in 
his integrity. He can no more escape the 
obligations which he owes to the party and 
the country than he can evade the daily re- 
spor sibilities of his present position. 

His administration, as far as it has gone, 
standsapproved by the people, and he owes 
it to himself and to the country t&give an- 
other four years of his time to carrying out 
the reforms which have been a distinctive 
feature of his administration. Mr. Cleve— 
land must accept the results of his position. 
He is the leader of the democratic party; he 
is the one man who can _ lead that party to 
victory in 1888, 

This means a great’deal; it means reform; 
itmeans honest government; it means an 
economical administration ; it means, in fact, 
everything for which the respectable people 
of both parties have been clamoring. 

Later telegrams state that Mr. Daniel La- 
mont, the private secretary of Mr. Cleve- 
land, announces that the president has not 
made the remarks attributed to him. With 
all due respect to Mr. Lamont, it is our 
opinion that Mr. Cleveland might have 
truthfully made the statement attributed to 
him. We have no idea that he is a candi- 
date in the ordinary acceptation of that 
term. Nevertheless, he will be renominated 
and elected, He isthe one man on whom 
the democratic party and the country de- 


pends,

Mr. Clews has made himself conspicuous of late 
years by successfully fighting the agents of tpe 
state of Georgia, who have endeavored to list sey- 
eral bonds of that state on the New York stock ex- 
change. He has urged, with logical insistence and 
perspicacity, that Georgia should honor her old 
obligations before she asks the stock exchange to 
sanction her efforts to increase her liabilities. Mr. 
Clews says that .Georgia’s repudiation gravely in- 
jured her creditors, and as he owns some $5,000,600 
worth of her discredited bonds he ought to know. 


Now, in point of fact, the state of Geor- 
gia has no agents who are likely to come in 
conflict with such a man as Clews. Conse- 
quently, he has not been successfally fight- 
ing them. Nor has any agent of the state 
of Georgia attempted to have the bonds of 
the state listed on the stock exchange. The 
state of Georgia is a very much bigger thing 
than any institution that Wall street can 
show, and its credit is as good as that of any 
state in the union.

They are 
practically dead, and yet if they saw an op- 
portunity of rallying around a dictator who 
would establish a strong and reasonably 
liberal government, there is little doubt that 
they would give him their firm support.

The Piedmont Exposition. 

Work has at last begun in earnest in get- 
ting ready for the fair of the Piedmont ex- 
position this fall. The one needfal thing for 
the success of the fair was secured yesterday 
when Mr. C. A. Collier agreed to accept the 
presidency. ‘I accept it in dead earnest 
and will devote every moment of my time 
to it forthe next six months.’? When Mr. 
Collier says that, the success of whatever he 
undertakes is assured beyond a doubt. He 
has the ability, the leisure, and the nerve to 
turn even defeat into victory. Here he enters 
upon his task with everything favorable, 
backed by the strongest board ever organized 
for similar work, with fuller confidence from 
the public than perhaps any other man could 
command. He has only to mold the ele- 
ments of success at hand into successful ac- 
complishment. 

It may be asked if there is time in which 
to organize and collect and arrange a great 
fair between now and the 18th of October. 
Certainly there is not for any city except 
Atlanta. For Atlanta there is plenty of 
time—none to spare, butenough. This city 
does its work best under the whip and spur 
of a great exigency. We dally sometimes 
to |the quarter pole and beyond, but we all- 
ways come thundering down the home- 
stretch.

The Driving clab, 
for example, having spent $40,000 for its 
grounds, now advertises for bids for making 
its track. The Manufacturers’ association 
is at work in its own field. The city coua- 
cil will begin work at once on its buildings. 
And so each body, working separately and 
under its own committees, will bring the 
work on with great rapidity. ‘ 

The fair or exposition itself will be cast on 
big lines. Its premium list will be liberal 
beyond precedent. Its purses for racing 
will exceed $8,000 and may go beyond $10,- 
000—a marked advance on the $2,700 usu- 
ally offered by southern fairs, The horses 
brought south by the Piedmont purses will, 
in all probability, take in the circuit of the 
other fairs. Heavy purses will be offered

TALKING TO THE CAPTAIN. 


A Constitution Man Spends a Quarter of an 
Hour With the Salvation Army Leader. 


The Salvation Army. It is a subject upon 
which volumes have been written, and if, as it is 
claimed, the Army has come to stay three hundred 
thousand years, it is fair to presume that the ena 
of this sort of literature 1s not yet. 

From a little band of three pilgrims in a strange 
land, the Atlanta division has grown rapidly with- 
in three months, and now embraces upwards of 
two hundred soldiers. It has three officers, Staff 
Captain Ella Brucker and Lieutenants Argo and 
Adams, 

Captain Ella is the man of the crowd, and her 
word is law. 

Have you seen her? A slight little woman, 
dressed plainly in the uniform ofthe Army, dark 
complexion, dark hair, dark eyes, a face not beau- 
tiful, but then, you know, it was Katisha who said 
that “beauty does not lie in the face alone;”’ full 
of energy, push and executive ability. There you 
have her, 

‘Oh, we keep stirring up the old fellows in every 
direction,” she said, yesterday, when asked what 
the members of the army do during the day. She 
was sitting in the parlor of the Bartow house, 
where she and her lieutenants board. ‘Our usual 
occupation during the morning and afternoon, is 
visiting. We visit the soldiers, visit the sick, and 
visit, especially, at the homes of people who do 
not go to church or to worshipanywhere else. We 
reach a Class of people some of whom could not be 
reached in any other way, anditisour aim to 
first get them interested enough to come to our 
meetings or to go to the churches. Since the gos- 
pel tent began holding services we often go up 
there in the mornings and take part in the meet- 
ings. In the evenings we hold our own meetings,” 

‘Tell me something of the organization of the 
army,”’ 

‘Well, the headquarters of the “Salvation Army 
of America is at Brooklyn, and General I. E. Moore 
hascommand of all the forces. For some time 
after its introduction into this country, the forces 
were under General Booth, commander of the 
English Army; but about two years ago the Ameri- 
can Army was incorporated under the laws of the 
United States. Wereport to headquarters every 
Monday morning, telling what has been done dur- 
ing the week—number of meetings held, number 
of conversions, amount of visiting done and so 
forth. There is also a southern division under 
command of Colonel Light, of Brooklyp. No 
southern headquarters has as yet been established, 
Colonel Light being occupied in the work of in- 
stituting new divisions. Already divisions have 
been established at Savannah, Macon, Augusta, 
Charlotte, N.C., and Columbia, 8. C.,and tonight he 
institutes one at Columbus, Georgia. I expect him 
along here within a couple of weeks with the Army 
brass band.”’ 

‘Are you satisfied with your work here?”’ 

“We think we have done very well indeed. At 
firet it was pretty hard sleddin’, but it’s all right 
now. We get in people that no one else can get, and 
can do that through our open air meetings which 
are great attractions. We receive much encour- 
agement from the ministers of the different 
churches, and haye every reason to be en-

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: Seeing that your 
infiuential journal is earnestly engaged in foster- 
ing and building up the manufacturing and trade

Everybody who 
carries on any kind of business must pay a special 
tax for the privilege of working in the city of At- 
lanta; and a most disagreeable, offensive espionage 
is kept over business men. branch of 
a Jarge northern house was opened in 
Atlanta. In day or two, without an 
information or warning the manager was arreste 
for doing business without having paid a special 
tax, and he was kept in durance for several honrs. 
Was not that encouraging a new manufacturing 
enterprise in Atlanta? 

A business man forgets to renew his license by 
marching up to the clerk’s office and paying his 
special tax at the beginning of a quarter; and, in- 
stead of teing politely notified, he receives a 
biusque, illegal notice on a postalcard thata fi fa 
has been issued against him, and he has to go to 
the marsbal’s office and pay one dollar and a half 
ea tra for the benefit of the city clerk avd marshal. 

Is it a wonder that men close up their business 
and that others decline going into business in At- 
lanta, when they receive such treatment? 

It is said that the city clerk makes $10,000a year 
and the marshal $6, through fees and fi fas. 
There are a thousand good, thoroughly competent 
men in Atlanta who would accept either office 01 
a salary of $1200 a year. Salary these offices and 
stop the fees and the incentive to issue fi fas, thus, 
in a measure, encouraging manufacturesand trade 
but, better yet, abolish special taxes in Atlanta, 
and you will soon see it such a bee hive of indus- 
try as is not now dreamed of in the southern 
country.

An Important Suit Which is Occupying the 
Attention ofthe Supreme Court.

THE ATLANTIC MonTHLy has an atmos- 
phere of itsown. Its distinction is that it isa 
literary magazine, and,in this day and time, 
itisa great distinction. The reader who is 
weary of miscellaneous pudding, and of illus- 
trated stuff made to order, may turn to the At- 
lantic with the certainty of finding something 
in itscreamy pages to stimulate thought and 
strengthen the mind. The May number con- 
tains at least two articles that could only find 
their fitting places in the pages of the Atlantic 
—‘The Shakspeare-Shapleigh Entanglement,’ 
and “A Glimpse at Emerson’s Boyhood.” Ths 
first is anonymous, but itis a delightful (r:v- 
esty of the ways and means of some of the 
commentators on Shakspeare. The paper on 
Emerson is by J. Elliot Cabot, and it giveza 
very pleasant glimpse of the boyhood of the 
poet and philosopher. 

The book reviews add to the literary flavor, 
or, rather, prolong it. These reviews are a 
feature of the megazine and give it a tone al- 
most unique emong American periodicals, They 
sre not heavy or cumbersome, but have the 
light, deft touch that is essentially modern. 
We may not ccincide with the opinions and 
conclusions, but we evjoy the cleverness of the 
critic, 


A. A. Hayes on “China and the United States”

The May Scribner’s will contain ‘‘The Manse: A 
Fragment,’’ by RK. L. Stevenson, and the conclusion 
of Mr. Bunner’s novelette, ‘‘The Story of a New 
York House.”’” The Thackeray letters are contin- 
ued and will be found to be quite as interesting as 
the first instalment, if not moreso. In oneofthem 
Thackeray speaks of Dickens, whose ‘‘David Cop- 
perfield’’*he has just read, in the most compliment- 
aly manner; but hints that there were momeuts 
when Dickens, intentionally or inuoceatly, paid 
him the compliment of imitating his style. 

A correspondent of ‘The Epoch” says conceruing 
the ‘realistic’ and “romantic’’ methods, ‘If an au- 
thor is wise he will adopt the method to which he 
is naturally inclined by training or temperament ; 
if he is wiser he will adopt a-judicious comming:

In a recent conversation Mr. Stockton told me 
that he had finished ‘‘The Dusantes,’’ a sequel to 
“The Casting Away of Mrs. Lecks and Mrs, Ale- 
shine,’”’ At the same time he asked me if I would 
kindly state the fact in print, asit mightsave many 
people a good deal of trouble to know that the au- 
thoritative conclusion of the story would soon be 
published in the Century; for he has received 
countless manuscripts, containing conclusions of 
the original story, with requests from the writers 
to get them published, This he could not do, in 
justice to himself, as he was writing out what he 
believed to be the true story of “The Dusauntes.”’ 


Goldwin Smith, in a letter to the Toronto Week, 
corrects the statement that he had resigned the 
editorship ofthat publication.

It is the 
sort of periodical that ought to be put into the 
hands of every young aspirant to journalistic 
honors. Grace and charm, to be sure, no aqount 
of ccaching can infuse into the mancer of a weiter, 
but an immense deal of stumbling and blundering 
for the beginner can be avoided by just such sug- 
gestions as are bere given. ‘‘The Art of Interview- 
ing,” ‘Advice to Newspaper Correspondents,” 
“Tre Law of Libel,” “Does It Pay 
to be a Reporter?”’ and “The 
Use of Tities in Prints’ are some of the subjects 
discussed. ‘How to Get Into Print,” with direc- 
tions from three separate contributors, Bas a sort 
of El] Dorado sound about it, and perhaps by its title 
may encourage as undue a number of false hopes 
as the promises of ‘‘How to Grow Beautiful;’’ but 
for all that the idea is a good one, and well carried 
out. 

H. Rider Haggard has recently written a letter 
to a correspondent in New York, in which he said 
that he understood his books were very popular in 
America,|but that £13 wasthe sum total that he 
had received from American publishers, Ten 
pounds of this was from Messrs. Harper. Now, 
who, I wonder, was the conscientious publisher 
who sent him the other three pounds? Considering 
the number of houses that have published Mr. 
Uaggard’s stories and their wide sale, this is a most 
disgraceful affair; but let me add (though two 
wrongs never make aright) that several English 
publishers reprint all the American books they 
want to, without paying the authocs a penny. Mrs. 
Burnett, Dr. Holland, Mr. Habberton and other 
popular authors could tell tales of British piracy 
qgui'e as bad as any that can be told against the in- 
dustry as practiced in this benighted country. And 
I may add that there are more instances of Ameri- 
can publishers paying English authors than of 
English publishers paying American authors for 
their books. 

In the latest installment of his autobiography, 
Mr. Ruskin illustrates, by means of several exam- 
ples, his easy “‘stern habit of doing things with his 
own hand,” He once had ‘“‘ambitionsin practical 
gardening;” there was a time when he “had to di- 
rect road-making at Oxford;”’ he took lessons from 
an Irish crossing-sweeper, and “again and again 
swept bits of St. Giles foot pavement;” again he 
worked in a carpenter’s shop until he could “take 
an even shaving six feet long off a board;’”’ then 
for seme months of hislife he watched brick lay- 
ing, and “when he took the trowel into his own 
hsnd he at once abandoned all hope of attaining 
the least real skill,unless he abandoned all thought 
of any future literary or political career.’”’ The 
mastery of the trowel was the most difficult thing 
he encountered during these experiments of his.

ular, Upon returning to the “Settlement,” Ban- 
croft was charmed by the sweet face of a Tennessee 
maiden, to whom he related the story of his trip, 
concluding by saying: 

“T have traveled on foot the entire distance from 
Ross’s Landing to Double Heads Cave, and a more 
charming valley I have never seen,”’ , 

Bancroft went off the next day, holding the 
maiden’s face in his memory asa pleasant vision, 
never expecting to see her again; yet years after- 
ward, when the American historian visited 
the white house he was surprised 
to recognize inthe wife of President James K. 
Polk the one whose face he so singularly remem- 
bered. Thirty-eight years have passed away since 
that period, and for a third time this singular 
couple are enjoying each others society. Theone 
has won his rank as the American historian, and is 
now calmly awaiting the final summons. The 
other, with her. distinguished husband, retired 
from the cares of public life to an elegant mansion 
in Nashville. Though wearing widow's weeds for 
over a generation, Mrs. Polk has maintained the 
dignity of ‘‘the first lady of the land,” and is to- 
day 88 young in heart as when she first beheld the 
young traveler just returning from the romantic 
valley of the Tennessee. 

If the frowning _ spirit of General 
Jackson will pardon this pleasing digression, the 
Story of his first visit to York’s Bluff will be re- 
sumed. It was during the war of 1812 thatijthe 
American army under General Jackson was on its 
way to the defense of New Orleans. It was at this 

intthatthe forces of General Carrol, were to 

oin the command of Jackson, and in order to 
await their arrival, General Jackson crossed the 
_ Tennessee at Cypress creek, and camped upon the 
high bluff tothe south. It wasthen that he was 
struck by the strategic importance of the spot, and 
he had read enough to know thatthe key to the 
situation in time of waris equally the key to 
the situation in piping times of 
peace. This conclusion as, n abun- 
dantly borne out in American history, and in no 
instance in a manner more marked than is the case 
of Atla In the ages before the advent of the 
white man, the great military and trading strong- 
hold of the country, between the Mississippi and 
the Atlantic, was the spot upon which now stands 
Clayton, in Rabun county, Georgia. In the course 
of events the Indians, with their rude notions of 
war and trade, are displaced by the white men 
and civilization. A great war arises, and the in- 
stinct ot the white man led him to select Atlanta, 
but a few miles from the old Indian center, as the 
charmed point of vantage. 

This natural adaptability of certain locations 
to command large tracts of country was as 
patent to GeneralJackson,as it was generations after 
to General Sherman, and hence, when the war of 
1812 was over, and the mind of the victor was 
eager for occupation, he designed great things for 
the old camp onthe Tennessee river. Its praises 
were soundedin Washington; choice lots therein 
were discussed by the capitalists in Nashville, and 
the result was the compleiion of a scheme to es- 
tablish a town. Plats were made, and one day the 
party mentioned heretofore, consisting of General 
Andrew Jackson, ex-presidents Monroe and Madi- 
s0n, General Coffee, and the young man Bancro 
with others, organized as the Cypress Creek Lan 
company, started out from Nashville, and in due 
time reached the spot. On the south 
tide of the Tennessee laid 
off Florence, which is now a venerable town with 
2,600 inhabitants, and crossing the river to the 
heights beyond, laid out and established York's 
Bluff, Ol poe in the neighborhood, to whom 

our correspondent has talked, have vivid recol- 

ections of the scene, especially one aged lady, who 
was engaged by General Jackson for a dauce on 
Noe _——s following the conclusion of the great 

And yet York Bluff lingered and died! 

But that factis not the fault of the place, nor 
does it detract from the wonderful foresight of 
General Jackson, Ex-Governor O'Neal. who was 
met by your correspondent, pointed out the 
wonderful, revival hereabouts, the building of 
towns, thelerection of furnaces, the rush of popula- 
tion, and said: 

“This is but a tribute to the dream of General 
Jackson, President Madison, General Coffee, and 
the otber distinguished men who selected the 
banks of the river here as the site ofa great city 
nith ae acoomp industries. They knew the natura 
advantages of the place, that it wasthe head of 
deep water navigation; that itlayinthe boson of 
the fertile Tennessee valley, the product of whose 
fields would feed and clothe the teeming millions 
of Evrope.

Ohio, the Missouri, the Mississippi and the gulf. 
Under our ‘eet lie bedsof lime rock which are 
inexbaustible. Not only have we = these 
advantages of soil, of mineral, and of 
river, butthe railroads have awakened to the 
importance ofthis place. The East Tennewee 
system, through its lease of the Memphis and 
Charleston, is already here. The Lonisville and 
Nashville is pow at work filling a gap of only 
twenty miles toconnect its northern with iis 
southern branches. -Hnontington is pushing his 
Chesapeake and Ohio road in an air line from Gal- 
latin, through Murfreesboro, Shelbyville and Pu- 
laski to Florence. and across the river to Shefilield. 
Thence, if you willfook upon the map, it will be 

ushed on an air line to Mobile, meeting an unfin- 
shed road which runs out from Mobile into Clarke 
county sixty miles. This will take that road 
through a swath of country 150 miles wide from 
the one side touched by the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, an the other 5 the 
Ohio and Mississippi. General ackson's 
old point of vantage has attracted the attention of 
Huntingdon, and itis for this reason that he has 
selected the country of which it will be the com- 
mercial center for the location of his great north 
and south road.” 

“Governor,” I asked, ‘‘what do you think of the 
prospects of Sheffield?” 

‘‘It is bound to be a great city. There are five 
furnaces in active construction now, with two 
more across the river in Florence. Then the char- 
acter ot the men who are engaged in the Sheffield 
enterprise is a guarantee. Why, they have burned 
the bridges behind them, and tosave themselves 
they must makeitagreatcity. They cannot es- 
cape the responsibility. Money can do mar cot 
and they have the money. There is Colonel Cule, 
who is at the head of coutracts for the spending of 
$30,000. That means that he isin the enterprise to the 
extent of his power, and Colonel Cole is a power- 
fulman. The Montgomery stockholders, I know, 
more particularly, Chambers, Clopton. Nelson and 
others. They have the money w build a city 
themselves. Sheffield is safe, Florence is safe, the 
Tennessee valley is safe, and rising high above all 
localities the entire state of Alabama is safe.” And 
as the governor arose to give full force to this last 
expression, he looked the magnificent type of an 
Alabamian who had served his country weil. 

THE TOWN OF SHEFFIELD. 

This conversation was held in pursuit of a desire 
to learn the full factsofthe wonderful stories which 
have been given to the outside world of Alabama, 
and in order to be positive in his statements your 
Correspondent resolyed to personally visit 
the scenes in order that he mightgive an indepen- 
dent expression of his own opinions. The annual 
meeting of the Sheffield Coal and Land company 
was held here on the 20th, and that was deemed a 
good time to find the parties most interested. In 
the convention of the land company, the one thing 
which struck the obseryer forcibly was the con- 
duct of Colonel E. W. Cole, the great railroad 
builder. He was not there as a passive spectator, 
but he looked like a man who was engaged in 
spending money in large sums. Colonel Cole is 

resident of the Alabama and Tennessee Coal and 

ron company, which has been induced by the 
Sheftield company to erect three 100-ton furnacesin 
that place, and to expend $800,000. Big as this 
trade was, the astonishment of the stockholders 
convention may be imagined when Colonel Cole 
announced the progress of the work. : 

“We are doing,” said he, ‘“‘all that we promised 
to do, and a great deal more. Instead of three 100- 
ton furnaces of a cheap build,we have now incon. 
ftruction three 150 ton furnaces of the most ex- 
pensive character. Instead of taking three years 
in which tocomplete them, they will all be in 
blast inside of seventeen months. Lam not used 
to picayune transactions or to waste my time in 
afiairs involving only bundreds of dollars. I want 
room— room to build, room to move, to get about 
We will build docks on the river front in which 
tens of thousancs of dollars will be expended. 
You._.must . spend paouey to make money, 
and thatis just what lam doing. I have looked 
into the advantages of Sheffield, andof every o'her 
business poi: t in Alabama, and the result is that I 
bave planted myself right here, and made this 
city the headquarters of my company, as well as 
the center of my expenditure. Here is the river 
upon which the pig iron of the world can be sent 
to market, and reaching through its tributaries 
every city in the valleys of the Mississippi, the 
Missouri, the Ohio, and wie a | down to the gulf, 
and thence to the ocean, I have already planted 
here over $200,000, with more following. I have 
absolute faith in Sheffield’s future. In two years 
from now you will fee 900 ear loads of 
coke being delivered daily at my furnaces 
here. You will see 100 carloads daily of pig iron 
being exported from the same furnaces. You will 
see the Tennessee river alive with Sheffield ship- 
ping. and there will not be a riverinthe great 

lissitsippi water valleys which will not be coursed 
by Sheffheld'’s pilots.”’ 

Such words as these, from a man of Colonel 
Cole’s conservatism and slowness of speech, mean 
much. Itshould be recollected that this is the 
same Colonel Cole who, when not a dollar could 
be raised for. railroad enterprises in the union 
soon went to New York, and in afew hours got 
together the sixteen million dollars which built 
the gigantic Esst Tennessee road. Since 
he could do that in a period 
of desperate depression, what limit is there 
to his power when times are fiush? Tne adhesion 
of Colonel Cole atone, is worth ten millions of dol- 
lars to Sheffield. Your correspondent accepted his 
kindinvitation to visit his furnaces. There was 
found one thousand men at work, drilling rock, 
excavating bills, building railroad embankments, 
preparing a mile of the river front for d >cks, noi 
an inch of which, Colonel Cole declared would 
ever be idle. The three furnaces will be gigantic 
affairs. Near by are two other furnaces of equal 
capacity to those being erected by Colonel Cole, 
one by the Sheffield furnace company, of which 
Judge Tompkins is president, and the other the 
Lady Easley furnace. The Sheffield furnace 
will be in blast next September, and all 
five will be in full blast by the first of August, 
1888. Let it be recollected that these are not paper 
furnaces; they are being built now, andthe con- 
struction contractors are under heavy bonds to 
have them completed by the time specified. 

“These five furnaces,’’ said Captain A. H. Moses, 
the energetic manager of Sheffield, ‘‘will start at 
their full capacity, and will turn out forty per cent 
more product than all the furnaces of Birmingham 
combined. We willshow them then which is the 
paper town.” 

‘hese furnaces do not make such a show asthe 
advocates of a pretty town would want to see— 
superficial peeple who merely skim the surfaces. 
But these furnaces will give good wages to 2,500 
able-bodied men. 

Each of these able-bodied men will represent a 
family of five persons. These families of five per- 
sons, thus supported, will aggregate 12,500 souls. 
These people will need houses in which to live; 
groceries tosupply them with food; dry goods 
dealers to furnish clothing; shoemakers, black- 
smiths, carpenters and a lng to fulfillthe hun- 
dreds of duties which followin acivilized city. 
From these figures it will beseen thatif notan- 
other dollar was to be invested in Sheffield that 
these five furnaces alone would make itof neces- 
sity, a city of 20,000 inhabitants. That it should 
stop at that figure, however, is impossible. Where 
one millionaire finds lodgement, another will fol- 
luw suit, and it is safe to say that in ten years from 
today there will stand upon the old York biuff a 
city of 100,000 inhabitants. 

WHERE THE TOWN STANDS. 

Sheffield stands upon a bald bluff, rising i1 
places fifteen hundred feet above the water level. 
Back from this bluff the country spreads out like 
an open blanket,until the eye strikes the mountain 
fringe twenty milesaway. The striking fact about 
the plateau upon which the city standsis that na- 
ture has left it graded with all the science which 
could come to the most accomplished of experts. 
For three miles the river describes a circle around 
the bluffs. The highest part ofthe bluffs are set 
aside for residences, and certainly nature exhaust- 
ed herself prep this en- 
chanting spot for such a — On 
the one side isthe river and the rug country 
beyond.

Nestling in these cosy retreats are numerous hand- 
some residences where the coal and iron princes of 
the future will live.

AN OLD VETERAN TALKS, 

Mr. Horace Ware is the veteran iron kingo’t*e 
southern states Heis, moreover, a heavy inves- 
tor in Birmingham, as well asa resident thereof. 
It was for the purpose of getting something against 
Sheffield, therefore, that your correspondent se- 
cured bis presence ina cozy little room, where he 
might talk without dangerof being overheard

“Tam,’’ said Mr. Ware, “‘a great beliver in Shef- 
field. I believedin the spot before you were boru, 
my son. I wasborn in Massachusetts, but while 
yet a boy father, who wasan iron manufacturer, 
removed toSouth Carolina. I thus grew up ia 
the business. We afterwards removed to Bibb 
county, in this state, and then to Shelby, making 
jron for countiy purposes with the trip of hammer. 
In 1812 I bought the Shelby property, and built 
and owned it until 1862. During all this time i 
had such success as to satisfy me that the time was 
oenins when the south would be theiron center. 
I had furnaces, rolling mill, bar mill and cotton 
tie mill, making the first known cotton tie in the 
gulf states. I sunk the first shaft ever drilled in 
the Cahabacoal valley. My next venture was in 
Talladega county, in the Clifton Iron company, of 
which lam the largest stockholder. I went into 
the first furnance company organized in Sheffield, 
because ] knew thattbere would never come a 
time when Sheffield cotld not dispose of her pro 
duct. Now, this statement brings me back to my 
story. Yearsago I had projected the establish. 
ment of furnaces a little tothe south ofethis very 
spot on the Tennesse3 river. I got sick, and my 
plan wes delayed. When I recovered, it was to 
find that others bad anticipated me, and that Shef- 
field wastheresult. Instead of ree | mad, and 
throwing away a good thing, I attended the first 
saie here in 1884, intending to purchase 100 lots, 
but the prices went so far beyond my standard, 
that J refused to bid, yet I have since bought these 
same lotsata big advance on these very prices. 
That shows my faith. On one of these lots Iam 
going to buildasrolid granite square six stories 
high. llivein Birmiugham, and will therefure, 
briefly contrast the two place. Sheffield can make 
the ion itself as cheap as they canat Birmingham, 
of as good a quality aud probably better. Sheffield 
is umber from the coal and ore than Birmingham, 
but she can make a ton of iron with less ore aud 
less coke, and thus overcome the difference by 
twenty per cent less cost. Then we have the a4- 
vantage of the river. which simply distances any 
advantage that Birmipgham ever can secure, 
while at the same time Sheffield will always be 
ture to get as good, if not better, railroad rates 
Sheffield has an abundant supply of water, free to 
alithe furnaces, while Birmingham has an in 
eflicient supply, and must always pay a heavy 
water tax. From the water tower now being 
built in Sheffield watercan be thrown one hun- 
dred feet bigher than the houses. This will give 
Sbefiield the advantage over Birmingham in 
the matter of protection from fire and 
in cheaper insurance. In a sanitary point 
of view Sheffield excells Birmingham. 
Sheffield, as a grain and rovision 
distributing point, is bound to become the south- 
ern St. Lonis. In fact there isastrong contrast in 
the business combinations of both places. We can 
ship western products as cheaply as can Memphis, 
which, addea to the fact that we are 140 miles fur- 
ther into the interior than that city gives Sheflizid 
just that much the advantage in freight rates. Not 
only has Sheffield these advantages over Birming- 
hem, but, in the very nature of things the latter 
city will be compelled toship the greater pirt of 
her products from the docks of Sheffield, this giv- 
ing us her tonnage. These barges, which will go 
forth Jaden with iron and coal, and their mana- 
factured products, willreturn with corn,and wheat 
and flour and hay for distribution through 
southern Tennessee, Alabama, Georgia and South 
Carolina.

OUR WILLIAM’S WEEKLY BUDGET 
OF WiT AND HUMOR. 


A Defenses of the “Old Soutb,” end a Review of Pro 
feesor Tillett’s Century Article-He Thiaks 
Toereis No Such Thing eas the “New 
South”-Zhe T<rm e' Misnomer. 


The “Old South” is not dead by a long shot, 
and I am proud of it. Jast let anybody come 
out with a fling at her and her friends come 
out like hornetsfroma nest. Professor Tillett, 
of the Vanderbilt university, has been véntil- 
ating bis fkophomoric opinions in the “Cen- 
tury,” and belittleing the grand old gentlemen 
of the olden time as “‘dependent idlers” and 
“gentleman idlers,” and says they were little 
more than “overseers of the blacks.” He 
asserts that “all ouradvancement in industry 
and prosperity, and education, and literature, 
and morals, and religion is due tothe emanci- 
pation of the white man from his bondage to 
idleness, which is inseparable from the owner- 
ship of slaves,” ° 

I don’t know who this professor is, nor where 
he was born, but the spirit of his article is a 
foul slander upon the old south. He either 
knew nothing about her or he is just writing 
for buncombe, Just sucha tissue of miscon- 
ception and misrepresentation was never gotten 
together—not even by Cable. 

The Christian Advocate, of Nashville, seems 
to be intensely disgusted, and says: 

“Jsitall new? Was there no manhood unti! 
now? Were the great names that we revered 
only the creatures of fancy—the myths that 
appear in the early history of all barbarous 

veople? Were Washington, and Jefferson and 

adison mere creatures of a mythologic age? 
Were Jackson, and Clay, and Calhoun, and 
Benton, and Macon, and Polk, and Bell, and 
Stephens, and Crittenden the demi gods of a 
prehistoric race? Is it all a delusion that Tay- 
lor, and Houston, and Crockett, and Travis, 
and Lee, and Jackson, and Sidney Johnston, 
ard Stuart, and Morgan, and Forrest belonged 
to the old south? Whoare the men that now 
lead the new south, but the men who led the 
old south? Who represent us in the halls of 
congress, and who administer our state govern- 
ments? Whorun our railways, and factories, 
and furnaces, and educational institutions? In 
a word, what is there that is good in the new 
south that was not rooted in the old south?’ 

Then the Christian Index takes it up and 
says: x 

“We belong to the new south and hope to 
keep abreast of her in all her progress in what 
is good. But wealso belong to the old south 
and are proud of her history. We acknowl- 
edge our present as the offspring of our past 
and not of somebody else’s past. What there 
is good inus is not of Paritan origin. The 
Puritans are welcome to their own glory, but 
they shall not appropriate ours. We shall 
transmit to our posterity what we received 
from our forefathers—the fhistory, traditions, 
character and blood of the cavalier.” 

' But the most elaborate and admirable reply 
to Professor Tillett comes from Dr. B. F. Ward 
in the Mississippi Clarion. It is grand, it is 
eloguent and convincing. It is wor- 
thy to be preserved in every. scrap- 
book. It swells the heart of the true 
southerner. with pride. He reads it and 
feels good and reads it again. Hesays in the 
outset that ‘the professor is skirmishing to 
bring himself within the scope of the gale 
which has recently given such a graceful swell 
to the sails of Mr. Grady,but unfortunately his 
zeal is not tempered with the vein of native 
loyalty which tingles through the eloquence 
of Georgia’s gifted and popular editor,”’ 

He saysin hissumming up fora period of 
64 years, from 1789 to 1853, the south farnish- 
ed eight presidents whose terms covered 52 
years. She furnished fourteen secretaries of 
state, eleven secretaries of war, thirty-nine 
presidents of the senate, thirty-one speakers of 
the house, two chief justices of great eminence, 
twenty-nine associate jastices, twenty-one 
attorney generals and ninety-nine ministers 
to foreign countries. 

There is no new south. The termis a mis: 
nomer and a rsh ba It is simply a phrase cos- 
tume in which old prejudices: masquerade 
through modern prints seeking te pervert the 
education of southern children into the convic- 
tions that their ancestors, if not criminal, were 
little more than a race of idlers, blanderers, 
blockheads and failures. The litera‘ure left 
by our statesmen will stand as monuments of 
wisdom and models of classical’lore. In all 
the departments of government, in law, litera- 
ture and science, while the south has boasted 
of no great army of writers, she has furnished 
the minds productive of the grandest results to 
the country and the world. * * * * When 
a prolific little animal, vain of her progeny, 
twitted the lioness for nursing only one, the 
—s beast replied: “Yes, only one— but it isa 

on.’ 

D1. Ward closes his splendid defense by say- 
ng: 


idlers whose energies have been emasculated 
by the curse of slavery. * * * * #* Jot 
southern parents look to the education of their 
boys, and act with circumspection when the 
friends of education comes to us ‘bearing gifts’ 
in the hope of endowments for southern uni- 
versities, where the boys are to be taught to 
forget history and blush for the charactar and 
deeds of their ancestors.” 

That’s it; that’s it exactly, that’s what | 
have been thinking for lo these many years, 
and what I have been trying tosay, but no 
man has ever said it as well as Dr. Ward. I 
know him personally, and was his guest 
at Winona, Mississippi. I felt that I 
was commuoing with a_ thinker, a 
philosopher, a southerner of the old school, a 
type of the grand men that the old south pro- 
duced and the new south will not produce and 
cannot produce. I affirm this humbly, consci- 
entiously and with faith—reluctant faith -that 
our present methods will not and cannot pro- 
duce as grand and noble men as the last half 
contury before the war produced. I do not 
mix it with the slavery question, but with 
other questions more radically signifiiant. I 
have only copied a scrap from Dr, Ward’s de- 
fense of the old south, her men and maasures, 
her patriotism, her integrity, her statesman- 
ship, but if I had my way I wouli have it 
published as a classic and have it plautelin 
every school and college in the south asan au- 
thority not to be questioned, I 
to my children: “There ig 
taint upon your ancestry There 
was no curse in slavery. Harriet! Beec he 
Stowe wrote a romantic lie and the whole far 
natical crew revelled in slavery—but slavery 
had its day and served its purpose. Its time 
was out—let it beout. We are glad of it if it 
was the will of Providence, but be careful lest 
a worse evil befall us. Let us fortify and en- 
trench against the love of money, which the 
Bible tells us is the root of all evil.” 

We want no more of slavery. It had its 
mission, not itssin nor its curse, but ite miss- 
ion both to white and to black, and we are 
content. 

Here are a whole lot of fools who strut 
around on speculators’ money and say let the 
old south alone, she’s a dead dog and stinks. 
I heard a bloated bondholder say thagnot long 
ago, and in the same conversation he b 

about a painting he bought at Stuart’s sale, 
and said it was 300 yearsold. We will talk 
about the old south just as much as we please, 
and no man shall make us afraid. We
